But Dog Island is owned by the 
F ed eral G overnm ent, and ad­ 
m inistered by the Bureau of 
R eclam ation. 
The Bureau will 
not allow Red Bluff tlie use 
of the island unless the city 
ag rees to police the entire lake, 
and Red Bluff city officials have 
taken the stand the city should 
be responsible only for that area 
inside the city lim its.

WASHINGTON (A P )-H e re a re 
som e of the things you, as an in - 
dividual taxpayer, will find af­ 
fecting you in the years ahead 
from the new tax bill signed 
today by P resident Nixon. 
None of them apply to the ta x ­ 
es on 1969 income for which 
taxpayers will be filing returns 
by April 15, 1970. 
Tax reduction; 
The present $600 personal ex ­ 
emption is increased to $650 
from July 1, 1970, to Dec. 31, 
1971, to $700 in 1972, and to 


$750 in 1973 and th e re afte r. 
A $1,100 low-incom e allow ­ 
ance to benefit poorer fam ilies 
is added to personal exem ptions 
in 1970. 
Tne present standard deduc­ 
tion, 10 per cent of adjusted 
g ross income 14) to $1,000 is 
raised to 13 per cent with a 
$1,500 ceiling In 1971, to 14 
per cent and $2,000 in 1972, and 
to 15 per cent and $2,000 in 
1973. 
Single persons, 
effective in 
1971, will pay no m ore than 20 


per cent above the tax level for 
m arried couples. 
A maximum rate of 60 per 
cent on earned income, instead 
of the present 70 per cent, is 
fixed for 1971 and 50 per cent 
th ereafter. 
P ersons who work only part of 
the year, such as students with 
sum m er jobs, are excused from 
tax withholding if they certify 
they will have no tax liability 
tor the year and owe no tax 
from the previous y ear.

And tnles» large numbers of persons did go along It 
would not only be unfair, but would be a futile gesture. Though 
the individual might lose several thousand dollars, aav, by put­ 
ting off the purchase of a home while prices soar, hi» individual 
sacrifice would have little effect on national inflation. 


On the community and state level, the same situation Is true, 
and the pressure is much greater when federal grants are in­ 
volved. While the people of a community can understand that 
spending on their local project will fan inflation, they also realize 
that not only will waiting probably make the project cast more, 
but that there may be no federal money available at the future 
date. 


The situation would be changed, of course, If there were 
assurance that enough spending would be cuttobrlng prices down. 
But when the reduction to spending Is to be an entirely voluntary 
effort, there Is no such assurance. Only a federal cutback Is 
realistic. Only the federal government can formulate programs 
which will treat everyone fairly. 


Futhermore, even on the federal level, steps must be taken by 
the administration and the entire Congress. Individual congressmen 
cannot be gxpected to voluntarily refrain from requests for their 
own states and areas. There is nothing Incongruous about a con­ 
gressman advocating government economy one day and arguing 
for a project to his own territory the next. If federal money Is 
to be spent, his constituent» expect him to get their share of It 
for them. They should. 


If controls are to be applied,they should be applied at the top.

M itc h e ll moved recently a- 
gamst International Latex, but 
as evidence of his deal with 
Dodd, the indictment, incredi­ 
bly, didn’t even mention Dodd 
by name. The Justice Depart­ 
ment was content to accuse the 
company of paying off an unnam - 
ed Senator. 
In contrast, Mitchell bore down 
hard or» ex-Senator Dan Brews­ 
ter, D-Md., for allegedly ac­ 
cepting a bribe from Spiegel, 
Inc., 
a Chicago mail-order 
house. Brewster didn’t pocket 
the money but treated it as a 
campaign contribution. Yet the 
Justice 
Department indicted 
both Brewster and Spiegel. 
The essential difference in the 
two cases is that the pathetic 
Brewster, broken in both health 
and spirit, has lost his political 
power. But Dodd is a pivotal 
member of the powerful Senate 
Judiciary Committee,whichov-

Significantly, Vice President 
Agnew left behind his tally 
sheet, showing how he had ex­ 
pected the vote to go. Among 
the veas, navs and “ doubtfuls,’* 
he had firmly marked Dodd In 
favor of Havnsworth — evidence 
that Dodd’s vote would have been 
available if it had been needed. 
Attorney General Mitchell, in 
throwing out Dodd's income tax 
case, overruled the Internal 
Revenue Service which had rec­ 
ommended criminal prosecu­ 
tion. Revenue agents spent more 
than a year unraveling Dodd’s 
tangled finances. They found 
bank accounts 
and personal 
loans all the wav from Los An­ 
geles to the Bahamas. 
Their call for criminal prose­ 
cution not only was approved by 
both the regional and national 
IRS ofiices but also had the full 
support of Jon Newman, then the 
U. S. Attorney In Connecticut. 
However, President Johnson 
on the eve of his retirement 
appointed Richard Crane right 
out of Dodd’s office as New­ 
man’s assistant. LBJ and Dodd 
were close personal friends and 
political allies. 
From the day Crane moved into 
the U. S. Attorney’s office, he 
has worked vigorously to get 
Dodd off the hook. His strong 
opposition to criminal prosecu­ 
tion may have had some effect 
on the Justice Department. But 
the final decision to drop all 
criminal charges was made by 
Mitchell essentially for politi­ 
cal reasons.

While we are at it, we know as 
an established tact that obesity 
is a great killer. The doctor 
who cured Dwight Eisenhower 
after his awesome heart attack 
and whose word on the subject 
has, I am told, influenced Lyn­ 
don Johnson —who also came to 
the brink because of an unsteady 
heart — has said flatly that 
there are three basic rules for 
longevity. One must not smoke 
cigarettes, one must exercise 
one's bodv, and one must not 
gain weight after the age qf 
twenty-five. The latter is the 
most Important of the three, ac­ 
cording to settled medical testi­ 
mony. 
What then should the govern­ 
ment do?Have the census takers 
weigh us in, like prizefighters, 
and commit offenders to Main 
Chance, until the avoirdupois 
melts awav? Along, of course, 
with extra subsidies for farm , 
ers, to compensate them for 
those of their products that go 


I do not mean to make light 
of the subject. My wife is an 
inveterate cigarette smoker. 
Need I say more? I suggest only 
that the government cannot, for 
reasons that go to the womb of 
freedom, do anything, anything 
at all, about smoking. I would 
not endorse a law requiring the 
cigarette companies to adver­ 
tise the dangers of smoking. But 
I would consider It consistent 
with the laws of a free society 
to hold that any company that de­ 
clined to specify’ the known dan. 
gers of the use of its product 
become liable to damage actions 
by victims. But the courts 
should then hold immune from 
prosecution those tobacco com­ 
panies that emblazon, on every 
pack of cigarettes, the warn­ 
ing: SMOKING CAN CAUSE 
LUNG CANCER. SMOKE AT 
YOUR OWN RISK. 


A CRAMP in the leg while 
walking or an intense one 
that occurs in the middle of 
the night can be distressing 
and even frightening. Few of 
us never have been awakened 
by a 
sudden 
unexplained 
spasm of the leg. 
Normally, the free flow of 
blood through 
th e 
arteries 
brings a suf­ 
ficient amount 
of oxygen to 
th e muscles. 
W h e n t h a t 
oxygen supply 
is diminished, 
for any one of 
a number of 
i reasons, th e 
muscles go in­ 
to a s u d d e n 
painful spasm. 
Hardening of the arteries 
causes narrowing and reduces 
the blood supply. Rapid walk­ 
ing makes a greater demand 
for blood, and when that de­ 
mand is not met. a cramp 
occurs and makes it necessary 
to stop and rest. Some drugs 
can cause leg cramps. 
An unusual position while 
lying in bed may be responsi­ 
ble for a sudden spasm of the 
blood vessels at any age. If 
the bed sheets are too tight 
and free movement of the legs 
and feet is restricted, a pain­ 
ful cramping spasm may oc­ 
cur.Tobacco must be considered 
as a very im portant reason 
for the sudden narrowing of 
the blood vessels by spasm. A 
very special condition known 
as Buerger’s disease is un­ 
doubtedly attributable to the 
use of tobacco. 
People with this condition 
are so sensitive that a single 
puff of tobacco can lower the 
skin temperature of the toe by 
one degree. All tobacco must 
be given up forever and com­ 


pletely in t h o s e who are 
known to have this condition. 
Even tight garters and ill- 
fitting shoes that restrict the 
proper circulation of blood can 
be causes for leg cramps. 
If painful cramps persist, 
the underlying cause should be 
found. To neglect this may- 
mean overlooking a warning 
signal important to health. 
There is a temptation to 
kick, slap, or punch a muscle 
that is in spasm. This only 
adds injury to the spasm and 
compounds the distress. 
A patient told me that his 
spasms and cramps disappear 
if he stands on his toes and 
puts gentle pressure on the 
leg in spasm. I've tried it, and 
it seems to work, although I 
don’t know exactly why. 
The application of warrtt 
moist towels can bring wel­ 
come relief where other meth­ 
ods fail. There are a number 
of drugs which tend to open 
blood vessels sufficiently to 
reduce the frequency and the 
Intensity of these painful 
cramps. Quinine, taken only 
at the suggestion of a physi­ 
cian, is remarkably effective 
in diminishing these attacks. 
But especially, if it is es­ 
tablished that an individual is 
particularly sensitive to to­ 
bacco, it may be lifesaving to 
heed the warning given to the 
body by leg cramps.

The action was agreed to by

the California Department of 
Fish and Game and the Nevada 
Game Commission after checks 
of this year’s spawning fish pro­ 
duced indications that the fish 
may 
be 
decreasing 
slightly 
in size. Tahoe is noted for large 
kokanee, 
Fishery biologists said that the 
size of fish — which has ranged 
up to 4^2 pounds in Tahoe — 
appears 
to 
be 
closely tied 
to 
their 
abundance and that 
stunting might occur if the Ta­ 
hoe 
population 
becomes too 
large. 
There is, however, no 
significant decrease in the size 
of Tahoe kokanee as yet. 
Ben Glading, a manager for 
DFG, pointed out that kokanee 
populations have stunted ser­ 
iously 
in a number of other 
California waters — Almanor, 
Trinity, Donner, Parde, Bucks, 
Echo and Independence lakes — 
and 
there 
is 
a 
possibility 
of stunting at Lake Tahoe also. 
“ To avoid this possibility, the 
Nevada and California Fish and 
Game Departments haw jointly 
agreed to terminate the plant­ 
ing of hatchery reared kokanee 
in Lake Tahoe,” Giading said.

death,” a M ann County sher. 
iffs inspector said. 
The nude body was located 
Sunday by an elderly man 
searching for driftwood. 
Authorities said it was im­ 
possible the body could have 
been dumped into -the bay on 
the 
east side and floated 
through the Golden Gate. 
The girl’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Glenn Roberts of Napa, 
identified a 1963 Napa High 
School ring found on the body 
as a gift to their daughter, the 
sheriff’s office said. 
The parents also said their 
daughter had an appendectomy 
scar sim ilar to one on the body. 
Though the body had been 
on the beach about five days, 
the sheriff’s office said the girl 
had been dead about 10 days.

It was the 
year that Illinois neighbors pit- 
ched In to help Don Kruse when 
he lost parts of both legs In a 
farm accident. 
It was another year of conflict 
on many of the nation’s cam­ 
puses but at Eastern Mennontte 
College tn Virginia students 
took odd Jobs and helped raise 
$400,000 for a start on con­ 
struction of a $1.4 million li­ 
brary. 
Perhaps one of the best re ­ 
membered “ good news” stories 
of the year occurred on a De­ 
troit bus. A man attacked the 
driver and broke his arm. Most 
of the passengers cowered in 
their s e a t s but 71-year-old 
Bernice 
Kuliszko ran up the 
aisle and pushed the assailant 
away. 
Smith, now teaching in Peoria, 
111., dropped out of high school 
and had abandoned hope of sup­ 
porting himself and his wife. 
Later he passed an entrance 
exam to Arkansas State Col­ 
lege. He graduated with honors, 
got a m aster’s degree from the 
University of Missouri and in 
December got his doctor of 
education degree from the Uni­ 
versity of Tennessee. 
People gave of themselves. In 
Moro, 111., Kruse, 31, a part- 
time farm er, lost parts of both 
legs when caught in a corn pick­ 
ing machine.

In Au­ 
rora, Colo., a billfold with $44 
and a bevy of credit cards in it 
was lost and returned intact by 
mall to Its owner.The 18-year- 
old finder did not want a re ­ 
ward. 
And in St. Louis, a young Ma­ 
rine who had been stranded in 
Los Angeles earlier in the year 
and was loaned $12 toward a 
plane ticket by an unidentified 
woman, showed his thanks by 
donating $100 to the Central 


Institute for the Deaf. She had 
declined repayment by sug­ 
gested he send any amount he 
wanted to the school. 
Students, too, contributed to 
the bright side of the news. 
Central High School students 
in Kenal, Alaska, held a slng- 
ln — admission price three cans 
Of food — to aid the needy. A 
Freshman at Florissant Valley 
Community College In Missouri 
and some high school chums 
took orphan children on a tour 
of downtown display windows in 
St. Louis and got them C hrist­ 
mas presents. 
Bankers, often 
pictured as 
fishy-eyed and cold-hearted, 
also had praise for students as 
financial risks.

HAIFA, Israel (AP)—A heavy 
overcast shrouded the eastern 
Mediterranean today as the five 
mystery gunboats from France 
advanced through wind-whipped 
seas toward Israel’s chief port. 
Israeli maritime experts said 
the boats were still at least a 
full day out of Haita. One source 
said they were probably delayed 
by rough weather and slower es - 
corts from the Israeli Navy. 
The low clouds and high winds 
were expected to hamper am 
attempt by Egyptian planes to 
intercept the boats. They slip­ 
ped out of Cherbourg about 3 
a.m. Christmas Day in defiance 
of the French embargo on arm s 
for Israel. 
Hundreds gathered 
on Mt. 
Carmel abandoned their lookout 
as word flashed through the city 
that the boats now were expect - 
ed Wednesday. It was 
also 
thought unlikely they would en­ 
ter port in daylight. 
An Italian trawler reported 
sighting the ships early Monday 
east of Sicily escorted by “ nu­ 
merous other Israeli ships.” 
Greek police on the island oí 
Crete said the convoy passed 
north of the island shortly after 
midnight. 
The boats have a speed of up 


40 knots and are 147 feet long 
— about half the length of an 
American football field. 
There was no evidence of any 
effort to intercept the gunboats, 
although 
Arab new spapers 
called on the French Navy todo 
so. An Egyptian government 
spokesman in Cairo declined to 
comment on reports abroad that 
Egyptian planes and ships were 
alerted to intercept the boats. 
A U. S. spokesman in W ash­ 
ington denied an Italian Com­ 
munist report that the U. S. 
6th Fleet and perhaps units trom 
others of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization countries 
were providing cover for the 
gunboats.

TACOMA, Wash. —Despite an 
expected drop in 1969 produc­ 
tion, the plywood industry may 
reach a record 15.8 billion sq. 
ft. sales total in 1970. 
This prediction is part of a 
five-year forecast released to­ 
day by the Market Research 
Department of the American 
Plywood Association. The as 
sociation represents 84 com ­ 
panies with 134 plants producing 
more than 75 percent of the 
nation’s plywood. At least 10 
new plants are expected to come 
on stream in 1970, 
Steady Increases in sales also 
are predicted for the rest of 
the five-year period 
— 17.2 
billion feet in 1971, 18.2 in 1972 
and 18.9 in 1973. 
This year’s total is an esti- 
mted 14.5 billion teet, down 2 
percent from 1968. The drop is 
linked in large part to the cu r­ 
rent decline in housing starts. 
“ However, we’ve every reason 
to feel optimistic about the out­ 
look for 1970,“ said Bronson 
J. Lewis, executive vice p re si­ 
dent of the American Plywood 
Association. 
“ Our Market R esearch De­ 
partment sees a recovery in 
housing activity after a slow 
sta rt,” he said. “ By the ?nd of 
the second quarter of next year 
the pace should quicken to a 
1,400,000 annual start rate.F o r 
all of 1970, we’re forecasting 
about 
1,600,000 
conventional 
housing units, plus 425,000 mo­ 
bile hom es.” 
Lewis pointed to tight money 
as the “ obvious cause” of the 
current plywood slowdown. But 
he added that there is a “ de­ 
mand backlog” of nearly 1 1/2 
million units needed to supply 
new fam ilies, replace dem oli­ 
tions, 
accommodate 
young 
“ away from home” singles and 
house the normal transient pop­ 
ulation.
